plan to hijack a steamer 
and sell it in the middle 
of 1933 backfired and 
turned out to be one of 
the most ghastly. mur- 
ders ever committed on 
the high seas. off the 
China coast. - 


Before this sensational 
episude was complete, ten 
people had been murdered 
—three Europeans ‘includ- 
ing a Woman, and seven 
Chinese—four pirates were 
judicially strangled and 
one given a prison sentence 
for this’ outrage. 


CONSENTED 


The startling fact about these 
murders was that the flve 
pirates were all Europeans 
—four Germans und one Swiss, 

On June 26, 1933, tho steame: 
Sheng An (formerly the 
Oplnnd) was ready to clear 
Tangku, the port of Ticntsin 
when five foreigners came on 
board and demanded = that the 
40-year-old Russian master of 
tha ship, Captain Vikhman, 
taxe them to Shanghal, ‘ 

After some argument — the 
former Imperial Russian Naval

On the second night out of 
port the Sheng An wus stcam- 
ing peacefully to Shanghai, just
